Thousands of Dollars Worth De¬ 
tached From Booms in Puget 
Sound Pods. 


Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Road Spends $15,000,000 
in Timber Limits. 


(Special to the Times). 

Seattle, Wash., Oct. 28.—Millmen of 
Puget Sound are no longer in doubt 
but what the numerous thefts of logs 
from booms is the work of an organ¬ 
ized band of log pirates. Thefts are 
not carried on in the same district all 
the time. One time it will be at Ta¬ 
coma, the next time at Port Angeles 
or some big lumbering town in that 
part of the Sound. The fact that not 
one of the thieves has been caught 
goes far to show that they are past 
masters at the game, and they have 
made thousands of dollars by their 
methods. 

The dark and foggy nights of the 
past week or ten days has given the 
band another chance to gevbusy. This 
time the operations were moved to Ta¬ 
coma where a big boom of logs, the 
property of the Reliance Lumber Com¬ 
pany. was cut and the logs set adrift. 
The log pirates come around later In 
the night and round up the stray logs 
and rebrand and then sell them. 

Many mills have night watchmen to 
guard the booms of logs, but It is im¬ 
p o ssib l e to see all ends of the boom 
on datff nights, and the pirates take 
advantage of this fact and cut the 
Hnea of the boom. 


Seattle, Wash., Oct. 28.—A rim of 
$15,000,000 has been spent in Clallam 
and Jefferson counties by the Chicago, 
Milwaukee St St. Paul railroad for tim¬ 
ber lands in order to shut out James J. 
Hill and his roads. Hundreds of men 
who are actually In want, but who 
held onto their land in slpte of the 
pinch of poverty, have been enriched 
by th< company, which, under the 
,,narr e of the Continental Timber Com¬ 
pany. has been generous In its bar¬ 
gains and paid the land owners large 
sums for ihelr property. 

The policy of this road has been to 
obtain tonnage for their lines after 
completion, and to cut out the Hill 
lines from rartlcipatlng In the lumber 
carrying business, a great deal of 
which originates from the Olympic 
peninsula. In Ihis object they have 
succeeded beyond a dohbt, and after a 
few thousand acres more of timber land 
has been bought in Clallam county 
there will be hardly a chance of any 
rival road breaking up their monopoly 
on the timber carrying trade, and the 
Milwaukee road will then rest on its 
laurels.

naval expenses or .of maintaining ships 
of war manned by Canadian officers 
and men to form a part of the Brit¬ 
ish squadron. 

4. Whereas it Is reported that the 
Dominion goyernment has taken over 
the dockyards at Esquimau, be It re¬ 
solved that a petition be sent to Ot¬ 
tawa begging that a training ship for 
boys to serve In the Royal Navy be 
equipped at Esquimau.

MEDICAL MEN HAVE 

SEIZED PARLIAMENT 

Unusually large Number Are Seek¬ 
ing to Make British Columbia 
They Homes. 


The seats of parliament, government 
and opposition, were Invaded this 
morning, and the dust accumulation of 
the recess were swept away. A visitor 
to the press gallery looked doWn upon 
an assemblage of 33. which occupied 
the places, both government and oppo¬ 
sition. 

A visitant from Mara—assuming 
politics there are like unto our*—might 
have guessed that the gathering did 
not represent a parliamentary body. It 
was too quiet for that. Every occu¬ 
pant of the chamber worked In silence, 
broken only by the faint fluttering of 
paper, as each and all prosecuted the 
work that had called them together. 
They were all Writing—writing—writ¬ 
ing. 

It was not great constitutional ques¬ 
tions on which the congress was en¬ 
gaged. They were not seeking to 
evolve a solution of the government’s 
position with respect to the Immigra¬ 
tion bill. Th% wrestled with matters 
far removed In relationship from these. 
In fact here Is what they were sum¬ 
moned to expound. “What bones en¬ 
ter Into formation of the Torsus?” 
"What muscles dre inserted Into great¬ 
er Tuberosity of the Humerus?" And 
so forth. To wit: It waa a convocation 
of doctors. 

Explanation for the assemblage was 
found In the unusually large number of 
applicants for admission to the practice 
of medicine In this province. These 
candidates, who usually are medical 
men, who have graduated In eastern 
universities or in America, or have 
practiced elsewhere, are required to 
pass an examination here before they 
are permitted to enter upon the work 
of their profession. The papers upon 
which the candidates are engaged to¬ 
day are prepared by an examining 
board, consisting of Doctors Jones, 
Proctor. McKechnte, McGuigan, Fagan 
and Walker. The task of distributing 
the papers and locating the candidates 
this morning was entrusted to Dr. Fa¬ 
gan. These examinations are held every 
half year, and hitherto one of the com¬ 
mittee rooms has been found commodi¬ 
ous enough for their accommodation. 
But this time the number of candidates 
la larger than ever before. At some 
examinations the number of candidates 
has been aa few as three. On one ac- 
caslon hitherto It went up to twenty- 
four, but never more than this. To-day 
there are. thirty-three candidates writ¬ 
ing. None of the committee roome 
was large enough. So the company was 
Introduced to the parliament chamber. 
There are three ladies among the can¬ 
didates. 

The results of the examination will 
not be known until Friday, when the 
examining board will meet for the pur¬ 
pose of passing on the papers submit¬ 
ted. The meeting will take place at 
the office of the provincial board of 
health at 12.30 o’clock.

Tartar Has Arrived at Esquimau 
and Is in Dock-Other 
Shipping News 


According to advices received by R. 
M. 8. Mlowera, tbe Up ion Steamship 
Company of Dunedin, New Zealand, In¬ 
tends to replace the Mlowera with the 
new steamship Maramaw, which was 
built on the Clyde and Is now on the 
way to Sydney. The new vessel Is of 
6,500 tons and Is 420 feet long. It Is re¬ 
ported in the Australian exchanges 
that a new steamship Is being built In 
England at a cost Of nearly $2,000,000 
to replace the steamship Aor&ngi. 

Tartar at Esqulmalt. 

The damaged C. P. R. liner Tartar 
was brought over to Esquimau from 
English Bay yesterday arriving In tho 
harbor at € o'clock. The Salvor left 
before the Tartar, reaching port three 
hours previous to tho latter’s arrival. 

This morning the Tartar was placed 
In the dry-dock and will be dry at 5 
o’clock this evening. The two largo 
holes In the bluff of tho port bow 
which weremade by the steamship 
Charmer, while the two were In colli¬ 
sion off the Sandheads on the 17th in*i. 
are hidden by a wall of planking built 
''up on the outside of tho steamer's 
bull 

This wall of wooden planking was 
placed over the two gaping holes by 
the work-crew of the salvage steam¬ 
ship Salvor at English Bay and kept 
the water from coming In while tho 
liner was pumped out After this a 
coffer-dam was built up on the inside 
covering the two holes and filled with 
concrete. The trip over was unevent¬ 
ful. the Tartar not taking any water. 

The largest hole Is the one directly 
forward on the port bow, well above 
ihe water-line. This bole Is. roughly 
speaking, about 10 feet by 8 feet. A 
little further aft. below this hole, there 
Is another about 7 feet by € feet ex¬ 
tending below the water-line. It was 
the latter hole that caused the ves¬ 
sel to sink by the head, necessitating 
her being beachod at English Bay. 

A survey of the Tartar will be made 
to-morrow, probably by Lloyd's sur¬ 
veyor. Mr. Mitchell, and. after her full 
damages are ascertained, It Is prob¬ 
able that tenders will be called for by 
the C. P., R. for repairs. 

During the day a large number of 
sight-seers have visited the dock to 
look over the steamship,

and trying work on the stock exchange 
here for some tljne past, due to the 
financial troubles in tho United States, 
ended to-day In a satisfactory man¬ 
ner. Apart from Americana, prices 
were little <’•hanged front the close of 
Saturday last, indicating that the Lon¬ 
don market has largely freed itself of 
New York influences. 3*here were 
fluctuations lit American rails, but 
after the first shock, resulting from 
the troubles In New Yorfr,- was oVer. 
the efforts of Secretary_jCoiitelyou, of 
the United States treasury, as well as 
prominent N^or -Yerk financiers, to re¬ 
store c onfi de n ce, checked what early 
in the week looked like a possible 
heavy decline, and the operators be¬ 
came more "banfident, daily quotations 
being carried at several points above 
New York parity. 

The final rates showed a general loss 
of two to five points only, and several 
were actually *a polht higher on 
the week. * The smallness of the ac¬ 
cumulation, however, reducing the 
possibility of failures, and the strength 
of the general market, assisted in 
bringing about the more confident tone 
toward the week end. 

Gilt-edged securities here were re¬ 
markably firm. A temporary easing of 
consols soon gave way to renewed 
strength toward the week end. How¬ 
ever, some selling with a decline of a 
quarter of a point appeared on the list 
before the New York bankers took a 
hold, and although the Bank of Eng¬

Its resources are varied, and Its de¬ 
mand for labor Is correspondingly va¬ 
ried. It wants men to carry on In¬ 
dustries of all kinds—mining, manu¬ 
facturing, lumbering, gardening, fruit¬ 
growing, shipping and fisheries.

The | 
writer does not deal solely with this 
particular danger, but treats also of 
the risk of magazine explosions due 
to the instability of the explosives em¬ 
ployed. It will be fresh In everyone’s 
memory that England, too. has suffer¬ 
ed from "back flash," though wot In the 
•eme degree as tho Americans or the 
/Spanese. and that we have had mag¬ 
azine troubles, though h$ve fortu¬ 
nately bad. no disaster comparable to 
that which overtook the Jena. Wheth¬ 
er the Maine and the Mlkasa should 
also be cited as instances in this con¬ 
nection it is not possible to sa^wlth 
certainty. JThe writer of the article 
points out that the German navy has 
been free from accidents due to either 
of these causes. That this Is so he be¬ 
lieves to follow from the attention paid 
In Germany to chemical problems. In 
England naval experts are content to 
try to obviate the dangers of *Tfiick 
flash” by Introducing an air blast de¬ 
signed to expel, tho dangerous residual 
gases from the bore of the gun; and 
possibly the same device prevails \p the 
Japanese navy, whose propellant Is 
Identical with the English. In England, 
taught by a succession of accidents, 
naval gunners have at*'last decided to 
pay more heed to the cooling of maga¬ 
zines; while the French, schooled by 
disaster, have taken the more drastic 


ing and army matters, 
secretary's desire that every county 
shall develop a healthy military spirit, 
sufficient to lead the whole male popu¬ 
lation to pursue those athlete occupa¬ 
tions which wiH raise the physique of 
the race and fit the people to defend 
their homes against invaders.

England 
needs to throw off that unreasoning ter¬ 
ror of firearms, and by means of rifle 
clubs, cadet corps, and the volunteer 
organizations make the men folk as 
familiar with the elements of national 
defence as they are with the rules of 
football. A good deal of study may 
profitably be devoted to the Swiss mil¬ 
itia system, which shows the proposed 
English plan carried to Its logical con¬ 
clusion and perfected by years of ex¬ 
perience. A number of social and mili¬ 
tary experts have just concluded a 
tour of inspection in Switzerland, and 
they have come back to this country 
with enthusiastic reports of the success 
achieved by the gallant little nation. It 
is true that the army has not been put 
to the test In recent years, and it may 
also be true—though the Swiss would 
never admit It—that the militia forcfc 
would go down before the greater ar¬ 
mies which neighboring power# eould 
throw Into the land of mountains. But 
the fact remains that the Swiss system 
has created ah enthusiastic and hardy 
race of soldiers, and given the people 
the immediate benefit' of systematic 
courses of physical culture. English¬ 
men stand In need of both those advan¬ 
tages. i - 

The Swiss system of national service 
seems to have been placed upon such ! 
a satisfactory footing that the "com¬ 
pulsory” powers fall Into the back- j 
ground. The youths and men enter in- | 
to the spirt of the training, and need 1 
very little spurring. Physical culture 
begins In the schools, and the volun¬ 
tary cadet corps are strongly support¬ 
ed. so that when the compulsory age of 
twenty Is reached the state Is not bur¬ 
dened with a novice, but with a man 
who knows his business. The training 
ranges from about eleven weeks for 
the cavalry to six weeks for the Infan¬ 
try, with a repetition on a smaller scale 
every two years; and the men are very 
keen to get promotion, though th|s en- 
tails extra service. Another interest¬ 
ing circumstance in Switzerland 1 b that 
eacn youth of nineteen Is requested to 
present himself for a gymnastic exam¬ 
ination, gymnastic societies playing an 
enormously Important part in Swiss 
training. Covered-ln rifle ranges also 
abound; wljere practice with the service 
rifle Is encouraged. The obvious refled* 
tlon after an examination of all thesd 
circumstances Is that we have in our 
boys’ brigades, cadet corps, and rifle 
clubs the embryo of all that the Swiss 
holds so valuable. But embryos which 
remain embryos are of very little good 
to Nature of to nations. The county 
associations will perform a magnificent 
work if under their genial Influence 
these organizations can be developed 
and strengthened, and be made to con¬ 
tribute to the national resetwolr of 
health and strength. Thousands of 
men, It must be admitted, have not the 
opportunity, under our present social 
system, of participating in this "revival 
of athleticism.”

It Is memorable 
alike for the dogged persistence of the 
admiral, who repelled all suggestions 
that his small force of 15 sail was un¬ 
equal to the 27 sail of the enemy, and 
for the brilliant tactics of Commodore 
Nelson in the Captain. Jervis took his 
title from the scene of h!s Victory, and 
as-the stern blockader of Brest; and., 
a not unsuccessful First Lord of the 
Admiralty, he did more good work for 
his country ere his death, in 1821. 

The vessel that bore his name was 
a wooden three-decker, launched at 
Devonport in 1815. She was of 4.872 
tons, and carried 120 guns; her length 
was 204 feet, her beam 54 feet. For 
many years she was the training ship 
at Portsmouth. 

Realistic Attack. 

The t siege of Portland, which conclud¬ 
ed during th«| channel manoeuvres* 
though It did tuft show any very deflriHe 
results, was of a most realistic nature. 
Before the destroyer Tiger came to 
grief on the breakwater a landing party 
performed a daring act. A number of 
men landed at Balaclava, and having 1 
captured the coastguard on night dyty. 
and “slaughtered” the military patrol, | 
captured the torpedo depot, and, fig¬ 
uratively speaking, destroyed It. When 
tbs, workmen arrived In the morning 
they found a red ball, representing a 
charge of guncotton, hanging on the 
doors, and affixed to It was a piece of 
paper with the words, "Blown up by 
landing party of H. M. S. Tiger, Sep¬ 
tember 25th, 1907." Similar notices were 
attached to the signal station and ether 
premises. It was after these exploits, 
and in trying to get Inside the roads, 
that the Tiger struck the breakwater. 
To assist the land defences two com¬ 
panies of infantry wore drafted from 
Salisbury plain. Every part of the 
coast In proximity to Portland was pa¬ 
trolled. The searchlights were brought 
into use. and the operations wer? Wit¬ 
nessed by hundreds of persons on the 
selghts overlooking the roads. 

The destroyer Tiger, which arrived at 
Portsmouth badly damaged at the 
bowa, and with her fore compartments 
flooded, has been placed in dock for 
repairs. On the dock being pumped 
dry, It was seen that several plates hgd 
been badly torn below the waterline. 

Yellow Press Manoeuvres. 

When a responsible New York paper 
asserts that the American navy ”ls go¬ 
ing to the Pacific ocean for war with 
Japan,” and that Japan Is actively pre¬ 
paring-for the conflict; and whan the 
yellow press which made the Amerlcan- 
SpanlaU war, strives by articles and 
illustrations to stir the bellicose spirit 
and rouse the racial animosity of Am¬ 
ericans against the Japanese, a philo¬ 
sophical Englishman Is tempted to ask 
whether all this Is Intended to relieve 
the tedium coincident with the silly sea¬ 
son, or Is a genuli\a outburst of facial 
fanaticism. It is on record that Mr. 
Hearst, the director of many American 
newspapers, wrote to an artist whom 
he Jiad sent out to Cuba, “You provide 
the pictures; I'll provide the war," and 
the yellow press would not scruple to 
provide another war with any nation 
merely for the pleasure of creating an 
unhealthy excitement. But on what

In¬ 
cluding the Bulwark and London, now 
forming part of the Nore division of 
the Home fleet, six vessels of the For¬ 
midable class, and these will be draft¬ 
ed Into the Channel fleet, replacing the 
Illustrious, Jupiter, Ocean Swlftsure, 
Triumph, and Vengeance. The battle¬ 
ships of tho Channel fleet will then in¬ 
clude eight vessels of the King Edward 
VII. type and six Formidable*, and 
Lord Charles Beresford will have under 
his orders a fleet without equal In spy 
other navy in the world. Even accord¬ 
ing to-“Fighting Ships” the King Ed¬ 
wards are without any oqulvalent In 
fighting value in the German navy, 
while the Formidable are ranked as 
equivalent to the best vessels, namely, 
those of the Deutschland and Braun- 
schvylg class In the German navy. The 
head and front of the German active 
fleet towards the end of next year will 
consist of ten ships of Deutschland and 
Braunschweig class, wtth seven ships 
drawn from the Wittelsbach and Kaiser 
class. In the'parallels of fighting value 
in Mr. Jane's standard work, these 
large German battleships aih placed 
with the Royal Sovereigns and the 
Hood, and are held to be Inferior to the 
latest British cruisers of the Warrior 
and Black Prince class. Now, It hap¬ 
pens that early next year the first 
cruiser squadron attached to the Chan¬ 
nel fleet will Include three of these lat¬ 
est antlered cruisers, namely, the Mln- 
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tanks on the Gosport side of Ports¬ 
mouth harbor. These will have a ca¬ 
pacity of at least 20.Q9Q tons. Tbe tanks 
will be built in sections, and surround¬ 
ed by earthworks, and they wlH be 
adjacent to the Royal Clarence victual¬ 
ing yard. It Is further intended to con¬ 
struct a pier or jetty lri the Clarence
